St. Luke is decypherd with an Ox, becaufe, as 
He gives us the moft Particular Relation of our Sa- 
viour’s Birth, fo he lets us know,that he was brought 
forth in a Stable, born among Oxen. And this Sym- 
bolically difplays the Inten/fion of his Birth: It Sym- 
bolically fhews us, that he came into the World to 
turn Beaf?s into Men,to Change Sinners into Saints : 
That we may fay of Him in allufion to what was 
faid of Auguftys ( the {econd Roman Emperor ) He 
Found as Brutal, he Left us Angelical, 

S. Fobn is reprefented with an Eagle from the Lof- 
ty, the Uncommon Strains fo Delervedly admir'd at 
the Entrance of his Golpel. For he made an Un- 
ufual Flight in his Myfterious Doctrine, his Sublime 
Difcovery of the Eternal FY%rd. Like the Soaring 
Eagle he took a Nearer view of the Sun of Righte- 
oufness. Hence it is, that Theodoret ftiles his Gof- 
pel 2 fbeolagy Infcrurable to Humane Underftandings. 
Hence it js, that he is favour'd with a Name Above 
the Chiefeft Apoftles, and in a Peculiar manner 1s 
Entitled the Divine.
